At Close of His Day's Work 


At Thornport. 


He Remained Unconscious and Gave 


No Clew. 


Struck With Heavy Piece of Iron at firs. Neel's 


Stable-Murderer Robbed Him of $20 But 


Overlooked a Purse and a Fine Watch. 


Marcus W. Hoy, station agent for the 


Zanesville and Western railway com- 
pany at 
Thornport,' which is a few 


miles south of Newark, one the Shaw- 
nee division of the B. & O. railway, 
was robbed and murdered Sunday ev- 
ening by an unknown person or per- 
sons. Mr. Hoy died at 7 o'clock Sun- 
day morning. 


The following special dispatch from 


the Advocate's coi respondent at Thorn- 
•\ille, teils the story of the crime: 


M. W. Hoy, 27 years of age, station 


agent for the 2 & W. road at Thorn- 
port, died at 1 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing from the effects of a murderous 
assault committed Sunday 
eveiling 


about 6:30 o'clock. 


Mr. Hoy lived at Thornville, which 


is nearly a mile from the station, and 
he was in the habit of driving from 
the village and putting his horse ia 
Mrs. Mary Neel's stable for the day. 
He finished his day's work Sunday and 
went to the barn after turning over the 
business of the office to the night man 
Mr. Glen Lescaleet. At the stable he 
set his dinner bucket down and start- 
ed to hack the buggy out of the barn 


. when he was struck an, awful blow ou- 
ihe head with a piece of iron two feet 
in length and one incli in thickness. 


The murderer then robbed the agent 


of $20 but in his hurry to get away he 
overlooked a purse 
and also a fine 


watch which was worth at least ?100. 


Though knocked clown by the blow 


Mr. Hoy managed to get up and stag- 
ger 150 yards to the office at the station 
where he muttered sr>me unintelligible 
words and sank into complete uncon- 
sciousness on the floor. 


Drs. Pngh and Clenson of Thornville 


were called by telephone and early on 
Monday morning Dr. B. C. Brush, the 
company's surgeon at Zanesville, was 
brought to Thornport on a special 
'rain. As the man's skull bad been 
fractured he remained unconscious u,p 
1o the time of his death ana was there- 
fore unable lo give any clew that wouid 
lead to the capture of :he murderer. 


Mr. Hoy who was married, has no 


children. He was accounted 
amoajr 


Thornville's best citizens and his mur- 
der has caused the deepest sorrow 
throughout this section of Perry coun- 
ty. Officers are on the scene of the 
tragedy and are endeavoring to locate 
the murderer. It is thought that some 
one acquainted with the local affairs 
is guilty of the awful crime. 


The funeral or Mr. Hoy has not yet 


been arranged.

GEN. .GORDON 


Last of the Great Leaders of the South- 


ern Confederacy, Died at His 


Florida Plantation. 


Miami, Pla., Jan. 11—General John 


I!. Gordon, last Lieutenant General of 
fhe lost cause, died at his plantation, 
near here, at 10 o'clock Saturday night 
after several days ot severe illness. 
• Like Hampton ana others, General 
Gordon raised a cavalry regiment at 
the outbreak of the war. It was not 
accepted, 
because 
it could not be 


armed. He then raised a company of 
infantry and with it went to JLhe front. 


Gordon soon showed his metcie. At 


the battle of Spottsylvania Court 
House when Hancock had driven in an 
angle of the 
Confederate lines he 


seized the bridle rein of General Rob- 
ert E. Lee, just as the brave comman- 
der himself was about to lead a coun- 
ter charge and said: 


"General Lee, this is no place for 


you. 
Go to the rear." 


The project that had been in Lee's 


mind was abandoned. Gordon led the 
charge and checked 
the Union ad- 


vance. 


General Gordon was in the thick of 


the fight at Antietam. and continued tc 
cheer his men after being wounded 
three times and weakened by loss of 
blood. Finally a bullet struck him in 
the chest and he fell and was carried 
from the field. 


General Gordon was graduat^f from 


the, University of Georgia in 1852 at 
(he head of his class and then engaged 
in coal mining until the war broke out 


As commander of the Confederate 


Second Army corps he was the first to 
attack at Gettysburg, and he held the 
last line at Petersburg, fighting with 
stubborn 
valor for every inch of 


space. Yet he had rot had a particle 
of military training, and when the war 
closed was only 30 years of age. Since

EEVIEWS ISTATE APIAIE8. 


Governor Herrlck's Inaugural Address. 


Opposed to KxtruvaKHiice. 


Governor Herrick was at .his best 


when he delivered his inaugural ad- 
dress. He said: 
To the Members of the Senate and House 


of Representatives. 
In your presence and in the presence 


of this grout concourse of citizens, fully 
sensible of the duties about to devolve 
upon me as chief executive of our state, 
I" have taken a solemn oath to perform 
those duties to the best of my ability. 
By the verdict of my fellow citizens I 
have been selected to assume the duties 
of governor of Ohio, and 
to perform 


those duties and accept the responsibili- 
ties of this office, not as a partisan, but 
as a representative of the whole people. 


The permanence of a state is in the 


adherence to its fundamental principles 
in the practical recognition of the object 
of government,' which is—to make the 
citizen secure in the enjoyment of life, 
liberty and property, and the people of 
Ohio have demonstrated, irrespective of 
politics, their belief in and steadfastness 
to those principles in the recent election. 
Remembering this, it will 
be my en- 


deavor to serve the state without fear or 
favor. 
My predecessor was fortunate in hav- 


ing the hearty -co-operation of the last 
legislature and the wise counsel of the 
other state officers. 
As a result of this 


harmonious working together, progress 
was made in the solution 
of taxation 


problems In the state, and the state 
finances, as reported by him, are in an 
exceedingly healthy and satisfactory con- 
dition. Let us counsel together 
as to 


how we may best preserve the credit 
and honor of our commonwealth while at 
the same time maintaining our public 
•norks and providing for the needs and 
necessities of 
our institutions. 
Tlie 


question is, not how we shall spend the 
money in our state treasury, but how we 
may obtain the best results for the honor 
and integrity of our state in collecting 
as small an amount as practicable from 
our citizens and in expending it wisely. 
A surplus in the treasury too often tends 
to extravagance 
in the use of public 


money, and I ask my friends in the legis- 
lature to join with me and other state 
officers in the aim to have no extrava- 
gance in expending the state's money or 
recklessness in legislation. 


NEED OF PRUDENCE. 


The affairs of a great state such as 


ours should be conducted with the1 same 
care and prudence that a. careful man 
of business would exercise in the man- 
agement of Iris own property. When a 
man in business has funds on hand he 
finds a safe and profitable investment 
for the same, that they may not lie idle 
and unproductive. From time to time 
the state of Ohio,has in its treasury largo 
balances of money.' This means, not only 
that the business and commercial world 
is deprived of those amounts of circulat- 
ing medium, but that the state has not 
the benefit- of the interest which, under 
proper conditions and safeguards, 
It 


might use and •enjoy. 
Having this in 


mind, I would recommend the passage 
of a state depository law similar to those 
jn effective, operation, in other states; 
and if, in the necessarily hasty prepara- 
tion and passages tw the last legislature 
of the municipal code, there be any de- 
fect in the depository law for municipal- 
ities, that should.,be corrected. 
For the first time in the history of 


Ohio, by the vote of the people at the 
last election, the 
constitution was 
so 


amended as to confer the veto power 
upon the governor. While the possession 
of this power has its advantages, I am 
sensible of the fact that it also imposes 
grave responsibilities. 


Governor Nash, in his message, 
has 


called your attention to the increase of 
legal business in the office of the attor- 
ney general occasioned by recent legisla- 
tion and the constitutional amendments. 
In my judgment, all of the legal business 
connected with the affairs of the state in 
its various departments should be admin- 
istered through the office of the attorney 
general: and, to that end. it is manifest 
that his department will require more 
assistance, ahd I trust, at an early day. 
the incoming attorney general will care- 
fully review th* situation and request 
the enactment c-f such legislation as will 
enable his office to properly care for and 
conduct the entire legal business of the 
various state departments. 


TAXATION LAWS. 


The constitutional amendment doing 


atray with the double liability of stock- 
holders of various corporations gives to 
the slate of Ohio an opportunity to re- 
vise and codify its laws with reference 
to the organization and control of cor- 
porations so that our citizens will not 
feel impelled to incorporate 
in other 
states, for business which they wish to 
transact in the state of Ohio. It should 
rather be our aim to SD re-enact the laws 
bearing upon in'iorporation of companies 
that they shall t.e as simple and compre- 
hensive as possible, protecting alike all 
of our citizens, or those doing business 
within our stnt". who seek to invest their 
money in our ••orporate enterprises, and 
at tho same time safeguarding the pub- 
lic in their d-.iiings with such corpora- 
tions. 
t'nder the p:\jvisions_ of the national 


banking law. frequent examinations arc 
jr.ad<- by competent examiners of the 
condition ami --oundness of banlis estab- 
lished under the laws of the United 
States. Those .-xaminations. after a trial 
of to vcars. ?i«n to amply justify this 
method of Kovrruzncjital supervision over 
bankinc: instit-Uons.

There 
is, therefore, all the more necessity that 
such a method be put in practice In our 
state IiiHtltutlong, and I recommend this 
subject to your earnest consideration. 


The state of Ohio has reason to be

twelfth in the list of her sister states in 
the matter of financial aid and support 
to her militia.

of the United States. With this in mind 
I have, under the law passed by your 
body, appointed as members of my staff, 
officers of the national guard, hoping in 
jo doing to improve the personnel of the 
guard, that it may continue a credit to 
tha state at home and abroad. 


Foremost in our obligation as citizens 


is the exercise of the voting privilege. It 
is our duty to protect this privilege by 
every safeguard we can throw around it. 
From time to time various laws regulat- 
ing the conduct of elections have been 
passed- by the general assemblies, some 
of which appear conflicting, and others 
•which, in their operation, have become 
cumbersome and are incentives to ille- 
gality. I recommend to your considera- 
tion the subject of revising the laws gov- 
erning primaries and elections, and the 
codifying of all statutes bearing 
upon 


the same. 


SCHOOLS AND FORESTS. 


The common schools system of Ohio 


has always been a source of state pride. 
Among all the states Ohio was one of the 
first to adopt the splendid methods of 
the common free school for the education 
and development of the young. Incident 
to this, the legislature has from time to 
time enacted laws for the conduct of 
school affairs, so that there today exists 
a. mass of legislation upon this subject 
In some respects not 
harmonious, and 


perhaps to some extent of doubtful con- 
stitutionality. It is the part of wisdom 
that these laws should be codified and 
amended to meet the needs and require- 
ments, of modern education. 


The last legislature appropriated sev- 


enty-five thousand dollars for the 
ex- 


penses of a commission to properly rep- 
resent our state at the centennial cele- 
bration of the Louisiana Purchase, to be 
held in St. Louis during this year. The 
'gYeat interest~~taJteii by Other states";aiid 
countries in this' celebration, arid the ex- 
tensive preparation-being made by many 
of our sister states, prompts the sugges- 
tion whether it is not desirable that the 
general assembly give additional assist- 
ance, to make more complete the show- 
Ing of thfl state of Ohio with reference 
to its agricultural, 
horticultural, dairy, 


wool growing and other industries, to the 
end that the exhibits made by and on 
behalf of the state shall be properly 
cared for durinjc the exposition. 
i The exhaustion of the great forests of 
the United States has been so rapid dur- 
Ijig the past two generations that the 
attention of scientists has been drawn to 
a marked degree,to the harmful effect 


Use of Lime. 


Lime is not used as much as former- 


ly, and yet it is one of the most essen- 
tial substances entering into the com- 
position of plants. It is not only plant 
food, but it exerts a chemical effect on 
the soil which brings into use other 
materials which are beyond the capac- 
ity of plants to reduce. When green 
fo'od is turned under, lime will be found 
a valuable adjunct, as it neutralizes 
the acids in the soils and combines 
with them. It is a heavy substance and 
has a tendency to go down; hence if 
broadcasted on the surface of a field it 
will sooner or later be within the reach 
of plants. Stone lime that has been 
air slacked until it is fine is better than 
•any other form, and that from the gas 
works (mostly sulphites and sulphides) 
should not be used if the ordinary 
stone lime can be procured. Every 
farm should be limed occasionally, as 
the benefit is sure to be much more 
than the cost, and no harm can result.

Of preserving our water supplies, protect- 
ing ourselves from disasters of flood and 
maintaining climatic 
conditions, which 


are in some degree dependent upon our 
forests. The state can not too early nor 
too vig^ously grasp this question, and 
provide for a systematic study of 
the 


beneficial effects of forests, and devise 
means, not only to preserve what we 
have, but to encourage the replacing of 
trees that have been destroyed or cut 
down. In this connection, permit me to 
suggest whether it would not be wise to 
further encourage in the Ohio State uni- 
versity the study of forestry, 
and of 


other subjects which have a special bear- 
ing upon Use development of the agricul-

Alfalfa men. in -western Kansas have 


a great grievance against tho railroads 
and are making some noise about it. 
They claim The railroads are discrimi- 
nating against them. It costs 75 cents 
a bushel to ship alfalfa seed, while the 
rate for shipping millet is only 10 cents 
a bushel, and they Tveigb just the same. 
Xot one railroad man in ten can tell 
which is millet and which is alfalfa 
seed by looking at it Inasmuch as the 
railroads were giving the farmers the 
worst of it some of the shippers con- 
cluded they would turn a trick them- 
selves, so they have been shipping al- 
falfa seed and labeling it millet to get 
the 10 cent rate. This subterfuge saves 
about $250 a car.—St Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Keep Bee». 


The value of the bee in the work of 


fertilizing plants, by carrying pollen 
from one plaut to another, is greater 
than its use in producing honey. In 
fact without the aid of bees many 
crops would be complete failures. Dar- 
win found that in 100 heads of purple 
clover protected from the visitation of 
bees not a seed was produced, while 
100 heads visited by bees produced 
nearly 3,000 seeds. When two varieties 
of certain plants are grown in the same 
neighborhood there is a liability of 
cross fertilization, as bees forage over 
a large territory. It will therefore pay 
the fanner or fruit grower to keep at 
least one hive of bees or encourage his 
neighbor to do so.
